Gertrude Lawrence and Philip Merivale 
co-starred in “Behold We Live” to set 
still a higher mark—and so today the 
records for both an eight performance 
week and a nine performance week are 
held by Gertrude Lawrence. Looking way 
back over the figures we find that the all- 
time record for gross receipts is held by 
the musical production “Cape Cod Fol-
